Johnson Asks 
Bill to Protect 
Consumers

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Johnson asked Congress 
today for new laws to protect 
consumers against phony pack- 
aging and disguised interest 
charges. And he suggested pos- 
sible use of federal experts to 
help low-income families pre- 
pare household budgets. 


Johnson, in a special mes- 


sage on consumer interests, en- 
dorsed nine specific pieces of 
legislation 
including pending 


bills to ban deceptive packag- 
ing and to require full disclo- 
sure of interest rates on install- 
ment purchases. 


"For far too long," Johnson 


said, "the consumer has had 
too little voice and too little 
weight 
in government.1' 
The 


President said that while labor, 
business, farmers and profes- 
sional groups have been well 
represented, the consumer "has 
had to take a back seat." 


The most novel idea in the 


message — the use of trained 
government 
workers to help 


low-income families learn more 
about budgeting and how to 
"get the most for their money- 
was not put forward in the form 
of legislation.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


traffic death toll in Arkansas 
spiraled upward again in 1963 
and a State Police official said

The state reported 563 deaths 


last year and Capt. Jack Rhea 
said the toll is increasing again 
this year. Arkansas had only 
516 deaths in 1962, the lowest 
total since 1941 's 50.

1941.

As many girls as boys smoke. 


Higli school students find it 
harder to kick the habit than 
adults. 


These are some findings in a 


Harvard 
University 
study of 


smoking by high school students 
and their families in Newton, 
Mass., a suburb of Boston. 


The American Cancer Society 


says that, because much of the 
data makes Newton's smoking 
habits consistent with national 
patterns, the study could reflect 
a national trend. 


The report on Newton by Drs. 


Eva J. Salber and Jane Worces- 
ter indicates that 57.4 per cent 
of the mothers smoke cigarettes 
compared with 49.9 per cent of 
the fathers. 


Results of the Harvard study, 


supported by the American Can- 
cer Society, appear in the cur- 
rent issue of Cancer, a medical 
journal. 


Dr. Salber began the study in 


November 1959, by having 6,810 
Newton high school students fill 
out questionnaires on their own 
and their parents' smoking hab- 
its. More than a year later, a 
random sample of 336 students 
and 319 mothers were inter- 
viewed. 


The researchers 
discovered 


there are twice as many non- 
smoking mothers 
as 
fathers, 


34.8 to 15.8 per cent. But the 
proportion of smokers is about 
the same for both parents be- 
cause nearly one quarter of the 
fathers have given up tobacco, 
compared with only 7.8 per cent 
of their spouses. 


When the male 11 per cent 


who smoke pipes and cigars is 
subtracted from the total of the 
smokers, 
more 
women 
are 


smoking cigarettes than men. 


The most common amount 


smoked by parents is between 
one and two packs a day. More 
men enjoy over two, and more 
women smoke fewer than one. 


The study shows that Catholic 


fathers and sons and Jewish 
mothers and daughters are the 
most numerous cigarette smok- 
ers. 
Catholic 
mothers 
and 


daughters and Protestant fath- 
ers and sons are the least fre- 
quent smokers.

DeGaulle in 
Firm No to 
U.S. Policy

WASHINGTON (AP)-Frcnch 


President Charles de Gaulle, 
like a 
man 
descending 
the 


mountain with two tablets of 
stone, for a year has issued 
pronouncements saying "no" to 
American policy. 


He banned the British from 


the European Common Market; 
refused to agree to a nuclear 
test-ban treaty; advocated neu- 
tralization of Southeast Asia; 
and recognized the sovereignty 
of Red China. 


In each case he acknowledged 


some benefit to France. Ameri- 
cans 
can't 
consider 
this a 


mortal sin by itself, since they 
are concerned about benefits to 
this country. 


But he is part of the Western 


alliance. If there were a few 
more De Gaulles there could be 
no alliance. 


His repeated negations have 


been explained by apologists as 
the work of a man with a mys- 
tical belief in the revival of 
French greatness. But there has 
been pettiness in much of what 
he did, almost hostility. 


There can be doubt that much 


of his mysticism is any more 
than political and personal im- 
maturity. 


There is immaturity in his ob- 


sessive nationalism which would 
have been more fitting in the 
118th Century when Napoleon 
was emerging and French hori- 
zons seemed unlimited. 


But Western Europe's nation- 


alism brought two world wars 
and chaos. To try to restore it 
as intensely as De Gaulle is 
doing is to turn the clock back. 


He has given demoralized 


France stability since he start- 
ed his reign in 1958—reign is not 
an inaccurate word, for France 
now looks more like a monarchy 
than a republic—but there is no 
assurance the deluge won't fol- 
low him. 


His personal immaturity is in 


his need for grandeur and the 
trappings of grandeur, in him- 
self and France. He resents 
what he considers affronts and 
to maintain his ego retaliates 
with obstruction, like a child 
tearing toys. 


On Jan. 14, 1963 he arranged 


for a news conference at such 
a time and with such a purpose 
—just shortly before the late 
President John F. Kennedy ad- 
dressed Congress — that he tor- 
pedoed the President. 


(| Kennedy happily announced a 


new era 
of interdependence 


and 
unity taking 
shape" in 


Europe which "we regard as a 
welcome 
partner . . , no' 
a 


rival." He was thinking of the 
creation of the European Com- 
mon Market. 


But by the time he got the 


words out De Gaulle already 
demonstrated how little unity 
there was by announcing he way 
banning Britain from the mar- 
ket. He said Britain was not a 
European nation. 


This was nationalism at its 


worst. With Britain out of (he 
market, France figured to dom- 
inate it, although the market 
was intended as one more step 
toward subordinating national- 
ism to common interests. 


That wasn't all De Gaulle did 


that day. He rejected Ameri- 
can-British proposals for a mul- 
tilateral NATO nuclear force 
armed with Polaris missile-fir- 
ing submarines. 
^If 
that wasn't enough, De 


Gaulle cast doubt on American 
willingness to defend 
Franco 


from Russian attack, now that 
the Soviet Union had missiles 
which could destroy America. 


The agreement on the multi- 


lateral force had been reached 
a few weeks before at a meet- 
ing between Kennedy and Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
miJlan. De Gaulle may have 
felt offended by not being in- 
cluded in the meeting. 


On June 'X Kennedy pledged

LITTLE ROCK (AP)'— Dr. 


Ernest L. Wilkinson, a candi- 
date for the U.S. Senate in Utah, 
said Monday that the national 
debt is nearer $1 trillion than 
the $308 billion listed by the gov- 
ernment. 


Wilkinson, in Little Rock to 


address the 25th annual Free- 
dom Forum, said in an inter- 
view the $1 trillion figure takes 
into account actual debt and 
services already rendered for 
which 
the government 
must 


pay. 


The debt breaks down, Wilkin- 


son said in an interview, to 
$5,400 for each person in the 
country. He added that the size 
of the debt was one reason he 
resigned as president of Brigh- 
am Young Univrsity at Provo, 
Utah, to enter the Senate race 
against Sen. Frank E. Moss, a 
Democrat. Wilkinson is a Re- 
publican. 


Wilkinson was one of half a 


dozen speakers on today's For- 
um schedule. Others included 
William J. Greede of Milwaukee 
a former president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufac- 
ture, and Frank Ahlgren, edi- 
tor of The (Memphis) Commer- 
cial Appeal.
